London, Nov. IB.—Liberal poli- 


ticians talked sertou»ly of forcing 
a change 111 the speakersbip of the 
House of Commons.

beginning of the pen-ding crisis over 
the home rule bill. 


James LowtLer was elected 
to 


parliament originally as a conser- 
vative. 
He was chosen as speaker 


when the conservative* bad a ma- 
jority and remains speaker now that 
the liberals are in power.
